There is a beverage in Brazil, 
popular because of its refreshing 
quality, Which is called guarana. 
It is hardly known outside of the 
country, exports of it in 1951, 
the last complete year for which 
figures are conveniently available, 
amounting only to little 
than 6700 pounds. 

Guarana is the plant Paullinia 
Cupana, a creeper belonging to 
the order Sapindaceae, which is 
indigenous to a small area in the 
north and west of Brazil. The

After being dried, the cakes are 
smoked to insure better preserva- 
tion. The fluid extract of guarana 
isused widely in the manufacture 
of sweets and syrups. Guarana 
cake itself is of extreme hardness, 
has a brown hue, a bitter, as- 
tringent taste and an odor faintly 
resembling that of roasted coffee. 
The natives of the Amazon re- 
gion in which it grows give it as 
a beverage or as a medicine to the 
ailing. At the same time, it is 
used commonly not only as a food 
but as a restorative when 
taken by fatigue. Dissolved in 
Water with lemon added or with 
lemon juice, it is administered for 
the relief of headache. The grated 
toot, taken with water, is a popu- 
lar remedy for fevers.

But for Brazil in general 
guarana is served as a carbonated 
drink, chilled or iced, depend- 
ing upon the preference of the 
drinker. It corresponds in popu- 
larity with the cola drinks in the 
United States. Devotees of gua- 
rana say that the drink as served 
in the north of Brazil has more 
“oomph” than the same product 
has in the south, but this is a dis- 
puted point, especially in the 
south of Brazil. 

The cultivation of guarana is 
not extensive. In all there are 
about 230 tons per year produced 
in the districts of Parintins, Ita- 
coativa, Urucutituba, Bareirinho, 
Borba, and in Maués, which is the 
largest producer. 

Processes Modernized 

In recent years the replacement 
of manual processes for treating 
guarana seeds by mechanical ones 
is reducing the amount of time 
needed for treatment. This has en- 
couraged additional plantations to 
start, especially in the town of 
Maués, “king of guarana.” By the 
end of 1955 Maués should have 
had under cultivation three hun- 
dred thousand feet of planting.
